Post-Dispatch Correspondent Likens Bullet-|. 

Swept District to That Between Wash- | 

ington, Pine, and Jefferson and the 
Levee in St. Louis. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 21.—If you in St. 
Louis would imagine the picture of deso- 
lation presented in this city of ruins, 
take St. Lonis and reconstruct on that 
part of it between Washington avenue, 
Jefferson avenue, Pine street and the 
levee, the Spanish architecture of Mex- 
ico with its lower office buildings and 
apartment houses. 

Then lay upon that densely populated 
area the paralysis resulting from nine 
days of artillery conflict. You would 
have no street cars running, no auto-| 
mobiles, no vehicles of any sort; elec- 
tric lights shut off, excepting in small 
areas around the power houses; no food 
in the markets; no stores or shops open, 
no factories in operation. 

You might take the St. Louis Post- 
office as the location of the arsenal, 
defended by the rebel leader, Felix 
Diaz. Now at the end of the conflict 
you might look in any direction from 
this center and for three-quarters of a 
mile you would see tangles of telephone 
and electric ight wires, trolley” wires 
and the poles now mowed down by ar- 
tillery fire, strewn across the streets. 

Big Buildings in Fight Zone. 

At the Planters Hotei you might lo- 
cate the National Palace, Olive and its 
parallel streets are no more closely 
built up than the streets extending be- 
tween the storm centers of the nine 
days’ battle. 

For a half dozen squares on either side 
fill the streets with cannon almost at 
every corner. Plant gatling guns on the 
highest of the business buildings. Scat- 
ter infantrymen and sharpshooters on 
the. f tops. Distribute cavalry and 
mounted police throughout the territory, 
dashing hither and thither with orders 
from the respective commanders. 

When you have moved up unlimited 
supplies of ammunition, turn loose all 
these forces of destruction and let shot 
and shell from widely ‘aimed guns fal] 
where it may, inside or outside the zone 
of battle. 

For most of the daylight hours and 
for a part of the darkness of the nine 
days the roar of heavy artillery, the 
crashi of broken walls, the bursting 
of shrapnel shells, the rattle of rapid- 
fire guns and the crack of rifles dinned 
in the ears and pounded on the ex- 
posed nerves of a crowded city’s in- 
habitants. 

Big brick buildings have been pound- 
eo to pieces, sidewalks and streets be- 
ing choked with debris. At times a 
dogen roars of smoke and flames mark 
fires-set by exploding shells. Firemen 
resisted when they could get to the 
ecene; often the fires had to burn them- 
selves out. 


Many Took Needless Risk. 

During all the hours of fighting one 
could see in the deserted streets only 
roldiers and the few citizens whom dan- 
ger could not scare out of the firing 
area. Dodging from doorway to door- 
way, men and women risked their lives, 
either from curiosity or necessity. -Of 
the thousands who have been killed, 
many died taking needless risks, ex- 
ploring the area in which explosive 
shells were bursting and solid shot was 
rending solid masonry walls. 

In this area between the toffice 
(St. Louis) and the Planters Hotel, bat- 
ter off the cornices and projecting 
walls, litter the streets as they would 
be after fire had razed half the tufld- 
ings, add to this the horror of bodies 
of men ané horses lying for days un- 
buried, and will approach the picture 
of what war does in the business gec- 
tion of a city with half a million in- 
habitants. 

When the revolutionary skies cieared 
the people came out to take stock of 
the damage inflicted. Millions of pesos 
will be required to repay the property 
losses, to say nothing of the suspen- 
sion of industry and business. 

On three sides of the arsenal, within 
what has been termed the gone of firo, 
stood fine residences, mostly modern, 
especially toward the west, in whicn 
line the latter growth of the city 
stretched. On the north, toward Ala- 
meda, there were fewer foreigners ani 
wealthy Mexicans. To the west and 
south, toward Belem Prison, lies a big 
district densely crowded with !ower- 
class -houses, small and mostly one 
story. It was here that the loss of 
life among noncombatants was heaviest, 
but the more spectacular aspects pre- 
sented by ruined buildings are exhibit- 
ed on the other sides of the arsenal). 

In one fashionable residential district 
is to be seen a house, the roof of which 
had been blown off. Next to it a house 
which had been side-swiped, severa! 
shells tearing away most of the ovtside 
walls of the second floor, exposing the 
reoms and their contents, with the bed 
clothing, shoes and toilet articles just 
as they had been left when the occu- 
pents escaped. 

Diagorally across the street is a 
house that was occupied by Ernesto 
Madero, Minister of Finance, in the 
former Government. This house evi- 
dently had been made a target by 
the gunners at the Arsenal. Its en- 
tire front is bored with shell holes, 
while the adjoining houses are 
gecarcly touched. The house was 
rented furnished by Madero from the 
owners, who are abroad. 

Near Madero’s house, on the cor- 
ner of the Avenida Morelos Paseo, is 
the new big Imperial Hotel, eight 
stories high, built of reinforced con- 
crete, which never had been opened. 
This was eeized by the Federals, who 
poked half a dozen machine guns 
through the windows toward the Ar-

News of the 
safety of relatives 
and friends in the 
City of Mexico 
Was conveyed by 
the Post-Dispatch 
Thursday after- 
noon and Friday 
morning to nearly 
@ score of its 
readers, who had 
been anxious 
about individuals 
and families in the 
battle zone. The 
information was 
obtained by An- 
drew Drew, the 
Post - Dispatch 
staff. correspond- 
ent in Mexico City, and was telegraphed 
to the Post-Dispatch, which promptly 
notified each person who had made in- 
quiry. 

In every case but one, the Post-Dis- 
patch message was the first which had 
reached the inquirers from their rela- 
tives or friends. Private communication 
by telegraph has been almost impossi- 
ble for the last 12 days. 


Brother of One Found Dead. 
In every case but one the message 
was of a reassuring character. The sole 
exception was the answer to the inquiry 
of Joseph Ramirez, a student: for the 
priesthood in Kenrick Seminary. Drew 
visited the home of the Ramirez fam- 
ily, near the arsenal, and learned that 
Jose’s brother, Angeles Ramirez, was 
dead from a Mauser bullet wound, in- 
flicted as he was crossing the street. .

A shell dropped {fn the kitchen cof 
Mrs. Twist’s home in the Colonia Ro- 
ma, but injured no one. The Dickey 
family had to leave their home and 
take shelter near the American Em- 
basssy.

An attack on the prospective home 
rule legislation, on  constitutiona] 
grounds, or a demand for its submis- 
sion to the people of Missouri through 
the referendum, was recommended to 
the Home Rule Committee of the Evan- 
gelical Alliance Friday by Attorney 
Alexander H. Robbins. He recommend- 
ed that “any further course in oppo- 
sition to these bills be deferred uniil 
after their final passaze.”’ 

Robbins’ report, made to the commit- 
tee at a luncheon, stated that the com- 
mittee’s: fight on the Bates bills had 
been fruitful in important results. He 
mentioned the amending of the bills so 
as to make the police and excise of- 
ficials removable by the Governor, and 
to the unanimous declaration of the 
Democratic caucus, made on motion of 
Representative Hay, against any at- 
tempt to evade the enforcement of the 
Sunday saloon law. 

This action, Robbins said, ‘‘practically 
committed the Democratic Governor to 
a policy of instant removal of any po- 
lice or excise commissioner who permits 
evasion of the Sunday closing law. In 
this report,”’ he continued, “our victory 
was greater than we had anticipated, 
and the effect of the caucus action has 
been to clamp on the lid tighter than 
ever before.”’ 

Robbins declared that the amendment 
empowering the Municipal Assembly to 
fix police salaries was “‘unfortunate, in 
view of previous experiences.’’ He sug- 
gested an amendment setting a mini- 
mum salary, to prevent reprisals on the 
part of the Assembly, be adopted. 

In case the measures prove unsatisfac- 
tory on final passage, Robbins said, 
“there are open to the committee two 
separate courses: First, the constitu- 
tionality of the laws may be attacked 
upon grounds to which I called attention 
some weeks ago. Second, the laws may 
be referred to the people of the State 
under the initiative and referendum by 
securing the signatures of about 2500 
voters in at least eleven congressional 
districts. In the event that such peti> 
tions were secured, they would act as a 
supercedeas and the law would not go 
into effect until the next semi-annual 
election and then only if approved by 
a@ majority of the voters voting at such 
election.” 

Robbins’ constitutional objection to 


‘tthe measures, which he explained to 


the Legislative Committee at Jefferson 
City in the course of a hearing, was, in 
the main, that the St. Louis City Char- 
ter did not authorize the city to take 
over the control of the police depa;rt- 
ment in the manner provided by the 
bills. 


JANUARY, 1912, COLDEST 
IN ST. LOUIS IN 39 YEARS 


August, September and Novem- 
ber Only Months Last Year 


With Normal Weather. 
January, in 1912, was the coldest month 
in 39 years in St. Louis, having a mean 
temperature of 20.4 above zero, accord- 
ing to the annual meteorological sum- 
mary issued Thursday by Weather Fore- 
caster Montrose W. Hayes. The official 
thermometer registered below zero for 
50 consecutive hours on the fifth, sixth 
and seventh days of that month, the re. 
port shows. 

In March there were 21 days in which 
the temperature was below the freezing 
point. August, September and Novem- 
ber were normal periods, but each of 
the Other months of the year were out of 
line on weather conditions, being either 
too hot, too cold, too dry, or too wet, 
according to the summary. 

The hottest day St. Louis has ever 
had was July 2%, 1901, when 107.1 degrees 
was reached, the report states. The 
coldest day ever recorded here was Jan. 
2, 1873, when the thermometer régistered 
23 degrees below ‘zero. -

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—From all ap- 





pearances, it will be nip-and-tuck March 
$ whether the perturbed and perspiring 
Sergeants-at-Arms of the Senate and 
House will be able to keep a quorum 
in Congress during the passage of the 
suffragist procession on that day. 

A number of leading members of both 
‘branches, according to a statement giv- 
en out today at the National Suffragist 
headquarters, have announced that they 
would march in the parade “even if they 
had to hike from their respective Ser- 
geants-at-Arms to do so.” 


Among those quoted as having made}: 


the declaration, are Senator Poindexter 
of Washington and Representative Vic- 
tor Murdock of Kansas. 

A majority of Congress, however, are 
showing signs of nervousness over the 
prospect of being caught between two 
fires on the universal suffrage question. 

The anti-suffragists today appeared 
in numbers in the halls of the capitol 
and in the Senate and House office 
buildings. They displayed as much en- 
thusiasm as their suffragist sisters in 
buttonholing members. 

The batteries of typewriters in both 
camps of the women, situated only a 
block apart, began rapid fire clicking at 
an early hour in the preparation of lit- 
erary ammunition to be used for and 
against the ‘“‘cause.”’ 

The two big guards, both of whom 
resemble ‘‘White Hopes,’ also were 
early on the scene, and they seemed to 
have become ardently partisan. No 
overt acts were committed by them, 
however, although it was not the fault 
of small boys, who sought tauntingly to 
get them together. 





Suffragist Defends Use of Bombs Be- 
cause Men Use Them in War. ' 
PARIS, Feb. 21.—Christabel Pankhurst 
was interviewed today regarding the out- 
rage at Lloyd-George’s country house. 

“It was a eurprise to me,” she said, 
“but I am very glad and quite approve 
of it. Perhaps the Government will 
realize now that we mean to fight to 
the bitter end. 

‘“‘Men use explosives and bombs for 
their own purposes. They call it war. 
And the throwing of a bomb that de- 
stroys other people is described as a 
glorious and heroic deed. 

‘‘Why shoyld women not make use of 
the same weapons as men? It is not 
only war that we have declared. We 
are fighting for a revolution.”’

SUFFRAGETTES’ TRAIN 


And He Will Carry the Ice Water 
and Perform All Menial 


Tasks. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 21.—Only one man 
aside from the train crew will ride on 
the special that will carry the Illinois 
suffragists to the March 8 parade in 
Washington. The women hesitated for 
some time before making this confes- 
sion, {but finally were convinced that 
there would be some duties to perform 
which would be decidedly unhandy at 
least for a woman. 

The man will be utilized to pass the ice 
water, shine shoes, send telegrams and 
perform all the menial tasks necessary. 
Maids. will take the place of porters 
on the sleepers and in the dining cars. 


CALIFORNIA WOMEN START 
FIGHT TO RECALL JUDGE 


First Instance of Such Action by 
Women Alone to Invoke 
New Law. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 21.—Perhaps 
the first instance of a judicial recall 
election engineered almost entirely by 
women is expected to follow the an- 
nouncement made here today that a 
recall petition has been filed against 
Police Judge Charles E. Weller. 

The City Registrar has 10 days in 
which to aacertain if the number of pe- 
titioners is adequate, and if it is, an 
election must be held within 35 days 
after certification to this effect. 

The campaign against Judge Weller 
was started after he had reduced the 
bond of a man charged with an offense 
against a woman. The man ran away.

BELIEVES PRISONER SANE 





Thaw Family Said to Be Back of 
Writer, Engineering Another 
Freedom Campaign. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 21. —Alifred Hen- 


ry Lewis, author of ‘“‘Wolfville Stories,” 

is to write the Harry Thaw case and 
endeavor to obtain Thaw’s release by 
showing that he is not insane, though 
held in the Matteawan Insane Asylum. 
Back of Lewis is said to be the Thaw 
family engineering another campaign 
in behalf of the slayer of Sanford White. 

Thaw personally assured the corre- 
spondent of the Post-Dispatch that, 
while he would be glad to get out of the 
Matteawan asylum, he was not certain’ 
that Dr. John H. Russell, superintendent 
of the hospital, would set him free ‘‘at 
this time.”” Thaw made no response 
when asked as to money to be used in 
connection with the proposed campaign 
to free him. 

In the last week in January of this 
year there appeared at the office of 
Supt. Russell at Matteawan a short, 
stockily built, smooth-faced, middle- 
aged man, stylishly dressed and with a 
free and easy air about him. To Dr. 
Russell the visitor presented a letter 
which bore the signature of ‘William 
Sulzer, Governor of the State of New 
York,” 


Calls to See Thaw. 

The writer introduced to Dr. Russell 
the bearer, Alfred H. Lewis, “‘who is to 
make an examination of the affairs of 
the Matteawan State Hospital, and who 
has authority not only to go into all 
the affairs of the institution, but who 
may also converse with the inmates.”’ 

Dr. Russell did not recall ever having 
heard of Alfred H. Lewis. He was 
glad to receive the Governor’s caller 
and investigator and believed that Lewis 
was to make an investigation on be- 
half of the inquiry committee which 
the Governor had appointed. He de- 
tailed an assistant to aid Lewis in his 
examination, but Lewis shook his head. 
“I want to see Harry Thaw,” was his 
answer. 

Thaw was sent for and to him the 
caller introduced himself, giving his full 
name as Alfred Henry Lewis. Thaw 
had heard of Lewis and was glad to 
meet him. The two men retired to a 
private room and conversed for a long 
time. To Thaw Lewis unfolded his 
plan. Just what that was cannot be 
stated, except that Lewis told Thaw he 
was anxious to write a series of maga- 
zine articles about him and his case. 
Later Lewis paid a second call at the 
institution. 
“This time he is surely going to 
look the place over,” figured Dr. Rus- 
sell, but to his surprise the caller 
again inquired for Thaw and was 
closeted with him another long time. 
Two Experts See Thaw. 
Some days after that two men call- 
ed at the asylum. They presented a 
letter of introduction to Dr. Russell, 
who was called upon to permit the 
bearers to make an examination of 
Harry K. Thaw, “confined under your 
care.” The two men were Dr. Charles 
Kennedy and Dr. William J. P. O’sul- 
livan. Dr. Kennedy is visiting sur- 
geon at Metropolitan Hospital on 
Blackwell's Island. Dr. O'Sullivan is 
a well known medico-legal expert. 
The two physicians made a thor- 
ough examination of § Standford 
White’s slayer, and to Lewis, who hada 
sent them, they declared that in their 
opinion Thaw was not only sane bu\ 
it was an outrage to keep him be-« 
hind the bars. 
Alfred Henry Lewis visited Mat- 
teawan when a Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent was present, and saw 
Thaw. 
Thaw was asked about Lewis’ visit. 
“He wants to write a magazine article 
about me and my case,” replied Thaw. 
“Who sent the experts here—Drs, 
O’Sullivan and Kennedy—to examine 
you?” 
“Mr. Lewis did,” replied Thaw. 
“And what promises have been made 
to anyone in the event that you 
should be freed?’ asked the corre- 
spondent. 
“Nothing,” replied Thaw. “that is, 
I don’t think anything can ba done 
at the present time. It all depends 
upon Dr. Russe]l. As for Gov. Sulzer, 
why, he cannot act in my case at al). 
It is out of his jurisdiction.” 
Believes Thaw Is Sane. 
“There is a report in Albany that 
you or your relatives contributed 
largely to the campaign fund of Gov. 
Sulzer last fall. How about that?’ 
Thaw smiled, shook his head, and 
said: “Well, to tell the truth, I 
heard about that, too.” 
Lewis said he believed Thaw was 
sane and that he was ready to write 
three or four or more magazine 
stories about Thaw and his sanity. 
As far as Gov. Sulzer was concerned, 
he said: 
‘Why, I simply asked him for a 
letter to Dr. Russell. I wasn't going 
to put in the letter that I wanted to 
see Thaw. That is all I know about 
the case.” 
There are only two ways in which 
Thaw can be freed. One is by a cer- 
tificate of recovery signed by Dr. 
Russell, and the other is by an order 
from a Supreme Court Judge upon a 
writ of habeas corpus.

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—The friends of 
William Jennings Bryan are expressing 
regret and his critics pleasure at infor- 
mation said to have reached President- 
elect Wilson te the effect that Bryan 
will not accept the place of Secretary 
of State in Wilson’s Cabinet. 





conclusive by the friends of Bryan, 1s 
believed to have been conveyed to Wil- 
son by Col E. M. House, the personal 
friend of both men. 

The explanation of Bryan's decision to 
decline the tender of the most important 
office in Wilson’s Cabinet is that he 
has no selfish or personal desire to se- 
cure personal recognition for his ad- 
mittedly valuable services in contrib- 
uting to the nomination of Wilson at 
Baltimore, 

The friends of Bryan believe they have 
reason 40 justify the prediction that he 
will clearly. set forth his views and will 
make known his amicable relations with 
President-elect Wilson in a statement 
to the public which he is said already to 
have prepared. .Since the tender of the 
office of. Secretary of State to him, 
Bryan has maintained the utmost reti- 
cence concerning his purposes, yet he is 
said never to have wavered in his deter- 
mination to decline the honor on the 
ground that he is not expecting any 
personal reward. 

Consulted With Bryan. 
Persons who enjoy the confidence of 
Wilson have the best of reasons for 
their conviction that he would like to 
have Bryan in his’Cabinet, and decided 
to offer him the position the day after 
his election. There is further reason to 
justify the belief of these men’ that 
Wilson has consulted Bryan regarding 
the availability of several of the men 
whose names have been presented to 


‘him for Cabinet offices, and that the 


final list will emphasize the high regard 
that Wilson has for the judgment of 
the Nebraskan. 
It is expected by the admirers of 
Bryan, who, by the way, are almost 
unanimously in favor of his acceptance 
of the Cabinet portfolio, that two and 
perhaps three of the names that will 
appear on the list of Cabinet nomina- 
tions will be those of friends who are in 
thorough accord with his ‘“‘progressive’’ 
views. ) 

Clear Understanding. 
The Post-Dispatch learns from an au- 
thentic source that there is the clearest 
understanding between Wilson and 
Bryan, except upon two points. One 
amounts to a difference of opinion re- 
garding the proposal to limit the serv- 
ices of a President to one term. 
Wilson has indicated to his confidents 
in Congress and to two or three of his 
personal friends his opposition to the 
plan, even though the proposed act ex- 
cepts him from its provisions. The 


the ground that such a change in exist- 
ing laws would cortravene the funda- 
mental purpose of progressive principles 
by abridging the right of the people to 
sélect any man for their President for 
as many terms as they deemed him 
worthy of preferment. 

Bryan holds to the antagonistic view 
on the general ground, according to his 
friends, that it is contrary to the spirit 
of democratic institutions. Bryan ig 
credited by most of the party leaders 
with having written and personally 
urged incorporation into the Democratic 
national platform of the plank favoring 
only one term for a President. The 


urge his friends in Congress to vote for 
the change in the existing law when it 
comes up again. 

New Yorkers’ Chance, 
The other point upon which Bryan is 
beHeved to differ with Willson relates to 
the identity and political connections of 


for a place in the Wilson Cabinet. His 
friends say that no man who has ever 
been closely identified with Tammany 
Hall or the “interests” allied to it which 
were attacked by Bryan at the Balti- 
nore convention should be given a place 
in Wilson’s Cabinet. 

National leaders believe that the 
names of three New Yorkers appear on 
the tentative list of 18 names from which 
Wilson will make his final nine selec- 
lions for the Cabinet. None of these 
men is regarded as being directly identi- 
fed with Tammany Hall or the “big 
business’”’ interests assailed by Bryan. 
W. G. McAdoo, Justice Dowling and 
Henry Morganthau, while listed as “reg- 
ular Democrats,”’ probably would not be 
proposed by Tammany Hall for any of- 
ices under the Wilson administration, 
according to Tammany leaders, who 
frankly admit that they expect no rec- 
ognition at the hands of the President- 
elect. 

The principal reason for their confes- 
sion is the persistent opposition of 
Murphy, the Tammany bose, to the nom- 
ination of Wilson, and Murphy’s at- 
tempts to compel the selection of Gov.

FOR PROSECUTION 


Drabelle Says One Case Has 
Been Found Justifying Such 
Action by Officials. 





Chairman John W. Drabelle of the 
Board of Election Commissioners told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Friday that the 
board has found evidence of criminal 
violation of the jaw by election officials 
at recent elections. 

In at least one case, he sald, the evi- 
dence is such ag to justify the board in 


certifying it to the Circuit Attorney. 
Drabelle says the investigation will not 
be confined to the Fifth Ward,’ where 
irregularities have been shown in con- 
nection with the Gill-Dyer congressional 
contest, but will include all of the wards 
and precincts of the city. 
i The board, Drabelle said, will con- 
tinue to hold its sessions behind closed 
doors while this investigation is under 
way. The first secret session was held 
Thursday afternoon. The reason for 
excluding the public from these hear- 
ings, he said, is that the board feels 
that evidence as to criminal violations 
of the law should not be made gen- 
crally known until the board has cer- 
tified it to the proper prosecuting au- 
thorities. 
If the evidence were prematurely 
made public, he said, the investigators 
might be thwarted in obtaining fur- 
ther testimony and the guilty election 
officials might have an opportunity to 
escape before prosecutions could be 
started. 
“The board felt that it was time it 
should take what might be called judi- 
cial knowledge of these irregularities,"’ 
said Drabelle. “‘The hearing in the Gill- 
Dyer contest indicated that ther: had 
teen criminal misconduct, but our in- 
vestigation will by no mearis >e con- 
fined to this contest. The board feels 
that it is its duty to insure clean elec- 
tions. We are now working on the 
Fifth Ward, but we shall certify to the 
Circuit or Prosecuting Attorney every 
case in thig or any other ward where 
the evidence seems to show that tho 
clection laws have been violated.’ 
Eight Poll-Men Dropped. 
After the first secret session, Thurs- 
day, it was announced that two judges 
and six clerks had been dropped from 
the rolls. Of these five were Demo- 
crats and three Republicans. Ten of- 
ficlals who had been on trial were ac- 
quitted. Twelve more officials will be 
placed on .trial Monday. Those who 
were dropped Thursday were not 
i charged with criminal violation of the 
election laws, but with minor infrac- 
tions of the rules laid down by the 
Board of Election Commissioners.

Gov. Major Signed Bill, 
Had No Time to Read It 


OV. MAJOR left St. Louis 
Friday morning to return 
to Jefferson City to sign 

the corrected St. Louis municipal 

Primary bill. As told exclusively 
in the Post-Dispatch Thursday, 
discovery was made that the bill 
Gov. Major haa signed was not the 
bill as amended and passed by the 
House and Senate. 

“An investigation should be made 
at once to determine how such an 
error was made,” said Gov. Major 
toa Post-Dispatch reporter. “The 
bill was sent to me with the nota- 
tion that it was the St: Louis pri- 
mary election bijl. Having favored 
the bill, and being familiar with 
its general provisions, I signed it 
without taking the trouble to read 
it and compare ‘it with the bill as 
passed by the House and Senate. 

“So many bills are sent to the 
Governor for his approval or dis- 
approval that he cannot take time 
to read them for clerical errors. 
When I have-made up my mind 
that a bill should become a law, I 
sign it without examining the de- 
tails. It is presumed that the bills 
are all properly engrossed before 
they are presented to the Governor 
for his signature. 

“I cannot understand why such 
errors should occur in the munici- 
pal primary bill. I cannot believe 
they were intentional, but the in- 
vestigation should determine that. 
If the error was intentional, there 
must be incompetency somewhere 
in the clerical force of the Legis- 
lature, and this should be deter- 
mined. 

“Friday is the last day I could 
sign the amended bill in time for it 
to become operative for the St. 
Louis primary, which has been set 
for March 7.”

Legislature had passed a primary bill, 
but that it did not conform to the one 
signed by Gov. Major. This, in my 
opinion, was enough to absolutely in- 
validate it. It is lucky the ‘bull’ was 
caught in time. Otherwise the facts 
would have come to light later on, 
and the bill, I am gure, would never 
have stood the test of the courts.” 
Senator Wallace W. Greene of Kansas 
City, chairman of the Committee on En- 
rolled Bills: The Post-Dispatch furnished 
the evidence of blunders on which the 
Investigating Committee acted. The pri- 
mary law pertained to St. Louis alone, 
and I had not given it close attention. 
It is impossible to take up every detail 
of a measure, and I relied on the en- 
rolling force to compare the Dill, as 
finally passed, with the engrossed bill. 
This, it appears, was not done. Instead, 
the Enrolling Committee made a copy of 
the so-called “‘committee substitute” and 
not the engrossed bill, as it was amend- 
ed by the Senate. The oversight was 
fatal. The discovery of the clerical 
error was an important and valuable 
public service for which the Post-Dis- 
patch is entitled to full credit. 

House Did Not Hesitate. 
Representative James H. Hull, Speak- 
er of the House: My attention waa first 
called to the primary law blunder by 
the Post-Dispatch representative. I 
suggested at once that we ought tv 
make an immediate and exhaustive in- 
vestigation. The House did not hesi- 
tate to act, once the situation was un- 
derstood. The omission of the ;elony 
c‘'ause from the bill was not known un- 
tii the Post-Dispatch set forth the fact. 
Representative Remmers of St. Louis: 
“The St. Louis primary law, seems to 
have been beset with misfortune from 
the beginning. , I certainly voted for 
the felony clause, and thought it was 
in the law until my attention was 
called to the evidence supplied by the 
Post-Dispatch. The ‘tip’ was correct, 
and the Investigation Committee, of 
which I was a member, decided at 
once to rectify the errors through re- 
enrollment of the bill.”

TYPHOID VACCINATION IS 
URGED FOR STATE MILITIA 


In 1912 .-There Were Only 18 
Cases of Typhoid in the En- 
tire U. 8. Army. 


WASHINGTON,,Feb. 21.—In view of 
the remarkable results achieved from 
the use of the typhoid vaccination in 








the army, navy and civilian institu- 


tions, the War Department is to urge 
and encourage the general use of the 
vaccine in- all militia organizations. 
Records for the calendar year just 
ended show that there were only 1% 
cases of typhoid in the United States 
army, six occurring among those im- 
tarily. 

The militia division has sent a ciz- 
cular to the adjutants general of the 
different states extoling the effi- 
ciency of the typhoid prophylatic and 
suggesting that militiamen be urged 
to submit to the vaccination volun- 
tionary. 

In addition Surgeon-General Tor- 
ney also recommended that whenever 
it may become necessary to mobilize 
either militia or volunteer troops in 
the field the vaccination order be 
made compulsory.

WIRELESS TO GIRD GLOBE 


Service Across Bering Sea Will 


Close Last Gap. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Arrange- 
ments are being made for the estab- 
lishment of regular wireless service 
across Bering Sea, between the Ameri- 
can and Russian Governments, which 
will insure telegraphic communication 
between America and Asia at all times, 
even in the event of the interruption 
of the cable service. 

The projected service, taken in con- 
nection with the existing transatlantic 
service, completes the circuit of the 
globe by this means of communication. 
No new construction is required for 
the institution of this service. The Rus- 
sian Government already has a wireless 
tower at Anadir in Kamachatka, and 
the American Government a similar sta- 
tion at Cape Nome, Alabka. 

There has been some limited exchange 
of signals across Bering Sea between 
these towers, but owing. to the operators’ 
limitations in the way of language they 
have been unable to communicate intel- 
ligibly.

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: MISSOURI PROMOTION. 

It is gratifying to note that the Business Men's 
League, following a suggestion of William H. 
Bloomer of this city, will urge upon the Federa- 
tion of Missouri Commercial Clubs plans to foster 
the organizing of county commercial clubs for the 
purpose of devising ways and means of improving 
agricultural methods, developing natural re- 
sources and thus increasing profitable production 
in the State. 

Every courty which orgenizes and raises $1000 
to promote better methods of agriculture can ob- 
tain $1000 from the Council of North American 
Grain Exchanges and 25 per cent of the salary 
of an agricultural expert or adviser from the Fed- 
eral Agricultural Department at Washington. One 
quarter of the salary of an adviser will also be 
paid by the State through the agricultural depart- 
ment of the State University. 

Certainly Missouri, which has fallen in popula- 
tion from fifth to seventh place in the list of 
states, should awaken to the necessity of develop- 
ing not only rich natural resources, but the man- 
ufacturing and commercial interests of the State. 
The effort to organize the counties is an encourag 
ing sign of awakening. 

But the cities and towns of the State should 
not be neglected. The Federation of Commercial 
Clubs might well take up the cuestion of employ- 
ing experts to advise the city improvement or- 
ganizations concerning the best methods of build- 
ing industrial and commercial interests and of in- 
creasing the business and attractiveness of the 
cities and towns which are vitally important fac- 
tors in progress. 

An example of the new spirit that is inspiring 
Missourians is offered by the city of St. Charles, 
whose citizens have taken up with enthusiasm the 
work of municipal promotion and improvement. 
The city is older than St. Louis and is admirably 
situated on the high banks of the Missouri. It is 
surrounded by a fertile country and a thrifty, 
prosperous farming population. It is attractive 
as a place of residence and its advantages for 
manufacturing have been proven by the success 
of the car shops, which produced two years ago 
products worth $2,861,94' and employed i827 men, 
and of a shoe factory with a product worth about 
$:,000,000 and employing 500 persons. The total 
value of the manufactured goods produced by the 
town is not less than $5,250,406 and the number of 
persons employed in productive labor is nearly 
3000. 

With only 10,000 population, St. Charles has an 
Improvement Association with a membership of 
862, more than a third of the membership of the 
St. Louis Business Men’s League. 

With the energies of such an association proper- 
ly directed there is no reason why the popuiation 
and production of the city should not be doubled 
at least in 10 years. . 

St. Louis is particularly interested in the 
growth of the smaller towns within her industrial 
district. Thriving suburban towns are profitable 
assets of large cities. - The large cities as well as 
the State thrive on the prosperity and growth of 
all the smaller cities. | |

As John G. A. Leischman, our Ambassador to 
Germany, had represented this country in Turkey 
from 1900 to 1909, going thence to Italy, he must 
have had exceptional facilities for obtaining high- 
ly accurate advance information on the conditious 
resulting in the Balkan war. Folk who are in a 
state of mind because he made_use of this infor- 
mation in a speculative way are captious and 
hopelessly old fashioned. While he is one of our

I read with some amusement your answer in 
Saturday's Post-Dispatch, in regard to the punish- 
ment due husbands, who do not take care of their 
children, as I thought of my own personal ex- 
perience. 

My husband left me with a 2-year-old child to 
take care of, $10 rent to pay, a grocery bill and 
also a milk bill to pay and he was really generous 
enough to leave me 380c to pay it with. I married 
young and couldn’t go out and say I was ex- 
perienced in any kind of work except housework 
and I couldn’t keep my baby doing that. I final- 
ly secured a position in a custom vest house for 
which I was paid $5 per week. Fortunately I 
had two sisters who were willing to take care of 
my little boy until I could get to making more 
money. Then I finally made $8 per week and 
brought my little boy back to St. Louis to board. 

I never saw my husband for 4 months, but dur- 
ing all that time he was making $60 per month 
for himself to sport around on while I was ex- 
pected to keep myself and son on $32 per month. 

I was advised through the Post-Dispatch ques- 
tions and answers to see the prosecuting attor- 
‘ney, so I took myself into that “lordly” person’s 
presence only to be told, that wife and child 
abandonment cases were pretty hard things’ to 
handle. Then he began a long “spiel” about what 
it would cost me to handle the case and I final- 
ly said, if I had all that to pay I might just as weM 
support the child. He informed me I might just 
as well, for if the father didn’t feel like support- 
ing the child he could go elsewhere and I would 
have him to keep anyway. So to you wonder I 
was amused at reading said article?

In collecting the evidence an agent of 
the Prosecuting Attorney gathered tes- 
timony against a hotel, Lashly stated, 
but the proprietor will not be prose- 
cuted at this time. His case will be 
taken up later. 

Agents to Get Evidence, 

The saloons in Wellston must close 
their doors on Sunday and no drinks 
must be sola, Lashly declared. All pro- 
prietors of saloons near the St. Louis 
line in which the “lid” is lifted by St. 
Louis residents will be prosecuted, ac- 


‘ cording to Lashly.

The roadhouses in the county which 
are kept up largely by automobile par- 
ties from St. Louis must go out of busi- 
ness unless they observe the Sunday 
“lid,” Lashly stated, and a corps of 
_ geents of the Prosecuting Attorney: will 
“visit these places regularly to collect 
evidence of future violations. 

In his formal statement Lashly de- 
clared that he has directed the collect- 
ing of evidence at the request of citi- 
gens and saloon keepers from various 
parts of the county who object to St. 
Louis County being made the “dumping 
ground’ for the vicious element of St. 
Louls. Saloon keepers have asserted, 


*the statement says, that they must quit 


business if their competitors are allowed 
to continue “unfair competition” by 
selling liquor on Sunday by stealth. 
Lashly declares that he has found 
that in most of the roadhouses private 
reoms are maintained and that drinks 
are served to women and young gir's. 
The prosecuting attorney says in his 
statement that if one jury fails t» re- 
turn a verdict of conviction other evi- 
dence will be gathered and the cases 
will be tried and re-tried until the sa- 
loon keepers find it unprofitable to 


« Continue in business. 


Evidence Gathered Personally. 
The evidefce on which the informa- 
tions are based was gathered person- 
ally by Lashly and three companions 
in five tours on successive Sundays to 
resorts in the County. Lashly was 2c- 


companied by John Wilson, a contractor 
and publisher 


of Kirkwood; H. E. 
Sneed of Kirkwood, and a private de- 
tective. 

Lashly and his companions found tha: 
women and young girls were readily 


‘admitted to roadhouses and bars and 


were served with drinks. Girls in short 
dresses accompanied by sporty youths 
Were seen sitting at #bles drinking 
beer and whisky, according to Lashly. 

At most of the resorts a pretense 
of keeping the bars closed was made 
and the doors were locked, but a knock 
on the rear or side door was answered 
from the inside and the door was 
opened to admit the party. Once .n- 
side, it was an easy task to “tilt the 
lid” with many others standing at the 
bar and seated at tables. 

Tourists’ Stopping Places. 

The fifth tour was made last Sunday. 
Roadhouses on the Manchester road 
Were visited by Lashly and his party 
in a run of 18 miles. 

Among the places where the tourists 
stopped and were served with drinks,

NEW STATE UTILITY 
- | LAW WILL ABOLISH 
ST. LOUIS BOARD 


By J. J. McAULIFFE, 

POST-DISPATCH BUREAU, JEF- 
FERSON CITY, Feb. 21.—The police and 
excise home rule bills for St. Louis went 
to engrossment in the House this morn- 
ing, amended to accord with the action 
of the Democratic caucus. Both Dills 
provide for bipartisan boards of two 
members, to be appointed by the Mayor 
and removable by the Governor at will. 

The home rule bills were called up 
in the Senate for engrossment shortly 
after noon. 





POST-DISPATCH BUREAU, JEF- 
FERSON CITY, Feb. 21.—Gov. Major's 
bil: providing for a State utilities com- 
mission abolishes the St: Louis Public 
Service Commission and all other local 
public utility boards in the State, ac- 
cording to Senator Busby of Carroll 
County. 

Senator Busby, a leader of the admin- 
istration forces, declares this fact has 
teen well known to the St. Louis Pub- 
lic Service Commissioners, one of whom, 
Joseph L. Hornsby, approved the pro- 
posed new law to regulate the rates 
and service of public service co-:pora- 
tions. 

“So far as street railway, telegraph. 
telephone and other public utility cor- 
porations are concerned,” said Senator 
Busby, ‘“‘the rate-making power is vest- 
ed solely in the State Utilities Board. 
The State commission also has tweep- 
ing jurisdiction in the matter ef com- 
pelling adequate service. 

“There is nothing in the measure, 


however, that interferes with the fran- 
chise rights of local municipal assem- 
biies. Nor can any provision of a fran- 
jchise be upset by the State Utilities 
Board. 

“Commissioner Hornsby of St. Louis 
was here recently and we talked over 
the bill at some length. He told me it 
was a good bill and ought to be adopted. 

‘T have no doubt the Public Service 
Commission in St. Louis has done good 
work and collected valuable informa- 
tion for the public. Its powers, how- 
ever, have been limited and it could 
merely recommend as to new rates or 
service thaé might be needed.. The 
Utilities State Board will be clothed 


| 





vith authority to suspend rate in- 
creases and to fix rates after its hear- 


ings are concluded. 

“It will be amply equipped to perform 
this work promptly and satisfactorily. 
1 do not see how the local Public Ser. 
vice Commissién could continue with 
the State utility law in operation.” 


The new law will go into effect—its 
passage being assured here in a few 
days—April 15. Seventeen amendments 
most of them correcting technical er- 
rors in the original bill have been 
added. One of the amendments pro- 
vides that in all cases of alleged over- 
charges street railway companies shall 
give to the complainant printed re- 
ceipts showing the fare charged, and 
blanks for this purpose will be supplied 
by the Utilities Commission.

Investigation Proves Kolehmai- 
nen Came Here at His Own 
Expense. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Suspicion has 
been excited over the appearance in this 
country during the past two or three 
months of Hans Kohlemainen, Olympic 
star from Finland. Since the Thorpe 
episode the probe has been at work on 
the career of this wonderful ~ athlete. 
To date nothing that could reflect on 
his amateur standing, or even hint that 
he was a financial beneficiary from the 
trip to this country, has been brought 
to light. 

Hans Kohlemainen came over here 
with his brother and their masseur 
or “rubber” as steerage passengers. 
When held up at Ellis Island they 
denied absolutely that they had been 
induced to come to this country by 
any athletic organization or through 
any promise of positions. 

Kohlematinen a Stone Mason, 

Hans has only recently gone to 
work. He !is a stone mason by. trade, 
but has done little work. Willie, the 
professional, who had previously been 
in this country and in England, and 
who had been a professional runner 
for some time, and the rubber, whose 
name is unpronounceable, according 
to Hans, have been supporting him. 

The rubber makes more than the 
other two together and is in great 
demand at $10 a rub. 

At the time of his arrival a story original, 
ly printed in Le Temps, Paris, that Hans 
had been brought to this country to qualify 
as American to compete in the 1916 Olympiad, 
was reprinted here. But it is absurd, as it 
takes five years to qualify for citizenship. 
and he could not compete unless a qualified 
citizen. He intends to become a citizen and 
remain here.
